SELF-DEMAND 
W hat a happy group of hum an 
beings we would be if we would 
only demand of ourselves what we 
so habitually demand of others! We 
would ride the wave of life's tem ­ 
pestuous ocean with greater grace 
and courage. 
We aU have experienced the de­ 
mand upon self in dire emergencies, 
such as when caring for a disabled 
friend, or loved one, or when ill or 
nerve-worn ourselves, we demand 
the self strength to boost the m or­ 
ale of someone else. Our “invert” 
tendency is then quickly dissipated. 
There is "the principle of growth” 
to all of these Self-demands of 
ours.
